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N the 17th day of June, 1779, Brigadier 
General Francis M<Lean landed at Maja- 
bigwaduce (Penobſcot) with about 700 of his 
| Majeſty's forces, compoſed of detachments from 


the 74th and 82d regiments, to take poſt in the 


eaſtern country of New England. The time from 
this day to the 17th of July, was taken up in clear- 
ing a ſpot to erect a fort, and building the ſame, 


8 a battery near the ſhore, with ſtore houſes, &c. 


Fa 18. Intelligence was received chat a fleet 
and army were preparing at Boſton to beliege 
Penobſcot, of which but little notice was taken. 
Capt. Henry Mowat, of his Majeſty's loop Albany: 


having been many years on the American ſtation, 
and well acquainted with the diſpoſition of the 
ER - - atoll 48 inha- 
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inhabitants, and of the importance of the country 
of Penobſcot to the Americans, for fire wood, 

lumber, maſts, cod and river fiſh, gave credit to 
the information, and ordered the three ſloops of 
war into the beſt ſituation - to defend the harbour, 
annoy the Enemy, and co-operate with the land 
forces. 


July 19. The intelligence of yeſterday gains 
credit ; whereupon the General, in order to make 
the proper diſpoſitions for an immediate defence, 
deſiſts, for the preſent, from his purpoſe of pro- 
ceeding in a regular way with the fort; and pre- 
pares to fortify in a manner more expeditious, 
and better ſuited to the preſent emergency; in 
doing which he ſhews the utmoſt vigilance and 
activity, giving every where the neceſſary direc- 
tions, viſiting inceſſantly by night and day the 
different parts of the works, and thus by his 
example animating his men to proceed, regardleſs 
of fatigue, with vigour and alacrity in their ope- 
' rations. The Inſpector of the inhabitants begs 
leave of the General to call in the people, to 
aſſiſt in carrying on the works; which being 5 
granted, about a hundred inhabitants came in 
(with their Captain“ at their head) as volunteers; 

and having worked three days gratis, cleared the 


land * wood in the front of the fort, to the ſatis- 
| faction 
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faction of the General, who returned them his 
thanks. | = 


Fuly 20. All hands buſy at work, preparing to 
receive the enemy. At.noon, Capt. Mowat, ha- 
ving made every preparation in his power to 
ſecure the harbour, &c. ſent 180 men on ſhore 
from the ſhips of war, to work on the fort. 


Fuly 21, Intelligence is received that a fleet 
of near 40 ſail of veſſels had ſailed from Boſton, 
eaſtward, All hands at work day and night. 


July 22. Nothing remarkable. All hands at 
work day and night. This evening a ſpy brought 
an account that 40 ſail of veſſels put into 
Townſend Harbour yeſterday. 


Juby 23. Every perſon buſily employed. The 
Inſpector calls in a great number of inhabitants 
to work, who are employed in felling trees, 
raiſing an abbatis round the fort, building plat- 
forms for the guns, &c. Saw three fail in the 
offing. Several canoes from the iſlands below 
come to adviſe the General of a large number of 
veſſels being becalmed off St. George's Iſland, 
ſtanding with their heads to the eaſtward,” All 
doubt of an attack from the Enemy is now

July 24. At 4 P. M. diſcovered. 2 large 
fleet ſtanding up the bay, which, from various 
circumſtances, we believed to be the arma- 
ment that, according to intelligence received, 
had been fitted out at Boſton, to beſiege this 
place. On this account, Capt. Mowat thought 
proper to detain the North and Nautilus floops, 
which had been ordered for other ſervice. At 
five, by ſignal from the Albany, the ſeamen, who 
for ſome days paſt had been at work in raiſing the 
S. E. baſtion of the fort, repaired on board their 
reſpective ſhips, (which were immediately cleared 
for action) and, as had been uſual, were every 
evening exerciſed at their quarters. The Albany, 
North, and Nautilus, had dropped down the har- 
bour, and moored in a well-formed and cloſe line 
of battle acroſs the entrance, immediately within 
the rocks on Bagwaduce point, and the point of 
Nautilus, or Croſs Iſland; giving a birth, out of 
the line of fire, to three tranſports, ſtationed and 
prepared to flip and run foul of the Enemy's 
ſhips, ſhould they attempt to enter the harbour. 
The troops were encamped about half a mile from 

the works; the well baſtion. of which was not 

yet begun, nor the Seamer's* quite finiſhed ; but, 

on the appearance of the Enemy, the works 
were put in a more defenſible ſtate : ſome can-

garriſon early the next morning, Guard- boats, 
during the night, watched the motions of the 


Enemy, who were diſcovered to have come to an 
anchor about three or four leagues off, in the nar- 


rows of nnn, 


July 26. At 10 A. M. a we mi at 
ſome diſtance from the harbour's mouth, and after 


reconnoitring the ſituation of the men of war, 


ſtood back into the fleet. At noon, the Enemy's 
fleet, conſiſting of 37 ſail of ſhips, brigs, and 


tranſports, arrived in the bay of the harbour ; the 


tranſports proceeded about half a mile up Pe- 
nobſcot river, and came to an anchor, while the 


armed ſhips and brigs ſtood off and on, and a 
boat from each ſhip repaired on board their flag 


ſhip, which had thrown out a ſignal for that pur- 
poſe. At 3 P. M. nine ſhips, forming into three 
diviſions, ſtood towards the King's ſhips, and, 
as they advanced in the line, hove-to and en- 


gaged. A very briſk cannonade continued four 


glaſſes, when the Enemy bore up, and came to 
an anchor in the bay without. The King's ſhips 
ſuffered only in their rigging, The fire of the 
Enemy was random and irregular; and their 
manceuvres, as to backing and filling, - beſpoke 
nnn particularly in the firſt diviſion, which 


ſcarcely 
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ſcarcely got from the line of fire when the 
ſecond began to engage. The ſecond and third 
diviſions appeared to have but one object in 
view, that of cutting the ſprings of the men of 
war, to ſwing them from the bearings of their 
broadſides, and thereby to afford their fleet an 
entrance into the harbour. During the cannonade . 
with the ſhipping, the Enemy made an attempt 
15 land their troops on Bagwaduce, but were 


repulſed with ſome loſs, On the retreat of the * 


Enemy's troops and mips, the garriſon manned gne 
their works, and gave three chears to the men of 


war, which were returned; and ſoon after, the 
general and field officers went down to the 
beach, and alſo gave three cheers, which were 
retur sei by the ſhips. Guard - boats, and ſhips' 
companies, during the night, lay at their quarters. 


July 26. At 10 A.M. the Enemy's ſhips 
got under weigh, and, forming their diviſions 
as yeſterday, ſtood in and engaged the King's 
ſhips four glaſſes and a half. The damages 
ſuſtained this day, alſo, were. chiefly in the. rig- 
ging at the extreme ends: of, the ſhips; and 
the fire of the ky Sphars again to be 
directed to the moorings ich attempt not 
proving ſucceſsful, they bore up and anchored 
without. The Enemy again attempted to land 
their troops, but were driven back with ſome

little loſs. At 6 P. M. the Enemy, having ſta» 
tioned two brigs of 14 guns, and one ſloop of 12, 
on the eaſt ſide of Nautilus iſland, landed 200 
men, and diſlodging a party of 20 marines, took 
poſſeſſion of four 4-pounders (two not mounted) 
and a ſmall quantity of ammunition. Atg P.M. 
it being found that the Enemy were very buſy at 
work, and that they had landed ſome heavy ar- 
tillery, which they were getting up to the heights 
of the iſland, and againſt which the men of war 
could not act in their preſent ſtation, it was 
| judged expedient to move them farther up the 
river. This was accordingly done, and the line 
formed as before: the tranſports moved up at the 
| fame time, and anchored within the men of war.

Ju 27. Pretty quiet all te adi 2 yr 
mot from ſame ſhips of the Enemy were aimed at 
the ſmall battery on Majabigwaduce point; which 
were returned with a degree of ſucceſs, one ſhip 
having been driven from her ſtation..

thip's fire, the Enemy made good their land- 


ing on Majabigwaduce, and, from their great ſupe- 


riority of numbers, obliged the King's troops 


to retreat to the garriſon. The Enemy's right 
preſſed hard, and in force, upon the left of the 
King's troops, and attempted to cut off a party of 
men at the ſmall battery; but the judgement and 


experience of a brave officer (Lieut. Caffrac, of 


che 82d) counteracted their deſigns.; and a retreat 
was "effected with all the order and regularity 


' neceſſary on ſuch occaſions. An attempt was 
made” to. demoliſh the guns; but the Enemy 


puſhed their force to this ground ſo rapidly as not 
to ſuffer it. The poſſeſſion of this battery afforded 
their ſhips a nearer ſtation, on which they im- 


mediately ſeiſed. At 6 A.M. the Enemy opened 
their battery of 18 and 12 pounders from Nau- 


tilus iſland, and kept up the whole day a: briſk 
and well directed fire againſt the men of war. 


The King's ſhips cannonaded the battery for two 


| glaſſes, and killed ſome men at it; but their light 


metal — Was 5 found to be of little 
3 * ſervice 
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ſervice, in compariſon to the damages they 
ſuſtained from ſuch heavy metal brought againſt 
them. At 10 A. M. the Warren, of 32 guns, 
the Commodore's ſhip, and which had not. as yet 
been in action, got under weigh, and, with three 


more ſhips, ſhewed an appearance of entering the 
harbour, but hauled by the wind at a long ſhot 


diſtance. A briſk fire was kept up for half an 
hour, when the Enemy bore up, and came to an 
anchor again without. The Warren ſuffered con- 
ſiderably; her main- maſt ſhot through in two 
places, the gammoning of her bowſprit cut to 
pieces, and her fore- ſtay ſhot away. Their con- 
fuſion appeared to be great, and very nearly oc- 


caſioned her getting on ſhore; ſo that they were 


. obliged to let go an anchor, and drop into the 
inlet between Majabigwaduce head and the point, 
where the ſnip lay this and the next day repairing 


her damages. The battery on the iſland ſtill 


keeping up a heavy fire, and the ſhips crews be- 
ing expoſed without the leaft benefit to the ſer- 
vice, Capt. Mowat thought proper to move fur- 
ther up the harbour, which was done in the night, 
and the line formed again; he being firmly re- 
ſolved to diſpute the harbour to the laſt extre- 
mity, as on that entirely depended the ſafety of 
the garriſon, whoſe communication with the men 
of war was of the utmoſt importance. The diſ- 
| Poſitions on ſhore and on the water co-operating, 
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FE © 
and perſedtly ſupporting each oct, foiled the 
Enemy in their purpoſes: their troops were yet 
confined to a ſpot they could not move from ; 
and, while the harbour was ſecure, their inten- 
tions of making approaches, and inveſting the 
fort on all ſides, could by no means be put in 
execution. The preſent ſtation of the men of 
war being ſuch as rendered it impoſſible for the 


Enemy's ſhips to act but at particular periods, 


the marines (whoſe ſervice, in their peculiar line 
of duty, was not immediately required on board) 
were ordered on ſhore to garriſon-duty, holding 
themſelves in readineſs to embark at a moment's 
notice, which with eaſe they could have effected 


in ten or fifteen minutes. Guard-boats as uſual 


during the night. 


July 29. At 6 A. M. the W ſhips 
weighed, and, altering their poſitions, came to 
an anchor again. The ſtate of the fortreſs re- 
quiring more cannon, ſome remaining off-ſide 
guns were landed from the men of war, and 
dragged by the ſeamen up to the fortreſs for its 
uſe and that of the batteries; and though the 
taſk, to be performed up a ſteep hill, over rocks 
and innumerable ſtumps of fallen trees, was la- 
borious, yet their chearfulneſs and zeal for the 
"pee W every difficulty.

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P. M. che Enemy i" * batteries on the 
heights of Majabigwaduce, and kept up a warm 
and inceſſant fire againſt the fortrefs. The com- 
manding ground of the Enemy's works, and the 
ſhort diſtance from the fortreſs, gave them ſome 
advantages with their grape as well as round ſhot, 
which 3 N the ſtorehouie in the 
garriſon. 


Six pieces of cannon at the Wit battery 
near Bank's houſe, and which belonged to the 
fortreſs, being now found neceſſary for its parti- 
cular defence, were moved up to it, and re- 
placed with ſome ſhip's guns, under the direction 
of the gunner of the Albany, with a my of 


ſeamen, 


Capt. Mowat having obtained intelligence, that 
the Enemy, in deſpair of reducing. the King's 
ſhips by the means. of their own, or of getting 
poſſeſſion of the harbour, had come to the reſo- 
lution of joining their whole force, in troops, 
marines, and ſeamen, to ſtorm the fortreſs the 
next morning at day-break, he judged it expe- 


dient to reinforce the garriſon with what ſeamen 
could be conveniently ſpared ; and, for this pur- 
poſe, at the cloſe of the evening, 140 men, under 
the command of Lieut. Brooke, were ſent into 


garriſon : part of them were immediately de-

tached to eulnforce" the troops on the out-line pi- 

quets, others mann the facing of their own ba- 
ſtion, while the remainder were buſily employed 
in raiſing the cavaliers in the fort. In all theſe 
operations, a brotherly affection appeared to unite 
the forces both by ſea and land, and to dire& 
their views all to one point, much to their credit, 
and to the honour and benefit of the ſeryice. 
During the night the Enemy threw a number 
of ſhells into the fortreſs. At 10 P. M. a few 
ſhot between the Enemy's.guard-boats and thoſe 
from the ng s ſhips.
